Interracial 
Saves Life 


An interracial Cincinnati Bell 
Telephone installer repairman 
team was recently credited with 
saving the life of a 15-months-old 
Springfield Township baby 

The baby girl, whose. name is 
being withheld, is alive today 
because Mike Harris and Charles 
"Chuck" Seebohm happened to 
be present as the infant lay 
struggling for breath and knew 
what to do. 

The meo, Harris and Seebohm 
had just completed an installation 
at the home of Mrs. Levi Satter- 
white on Meredith Drive, Winton 
Terrace, on a Monday when they 
heard Mrs. Satterwhite exclaim 
something is wrong with the 
baby.” 

The tiny girl, placed in her care 
temporarily by a neighbor, was 
not breathing and appeared to be 
having convulsions according to 
Seebohm, The two men suspec- 
ted the child had “swallowed its 
tongue,” and placed the baby on 
a couch and attempted to open 
its mouth. 

After their attempts at getting 
the child's mouth open proved 
fruitless Seebohm and Harris 
tried another remedy 

Seebohm recalling an earlier 
experience gently pressed the in- 
fant’s head back: Almost im- 
mediately, the mouth opened, the 
blockage cleared ‘and the child 


charges in the suit 
It was also alleged that cor- 
poral punishment -- in this case 
the infliction of bodily injury 
without consent ~ is a ‘cruel and 
unusual punishfhent in violation 
of the Eighth Amendment” and a 
denial of due process under the 
Fourteenth Amendment 
Benson Wolman, Ohio ACLU 
director, said this is the first case 
the ACLU has brought that is 
challenging the Ohio statute 
which permits’ corporal punish- 
ment in the schools. 
In previous cases of this 
nature, the statute was violated 
by the use of excessive force. In 
this case, the statute itself is 
being challenged, even where the 
use of force is not excessive 
What we are-challenging, he 
explained, is the use of punitive

Seebohm was on hand 
at the time and removed the 
player's heimet. In removing the 
Helmet Seebohm tilted the man’s 
head back and the man resumed 
breathing 

The two installer repairman 
used the same technique on the 
baby, saving its life. (Ed's Note 
Doctors say the tongue is not 
swallowed, but that the soft mat- 
ter in the back of the mouth shifts 
lo block passage of air to the 
fungs.)

Here, Sharp as the sly ole fox he is, Brown moves into a com- 
bination progressive jazz-rock/r&b groove, and on several instances, 
he_has had to compromise. byt only very slightly, his delinitive 
trademark beat by adding some rocking cogas and hyped-up guitars 
instead of the now very popular synthesizers and gets almost the 
same effect. "Time is Running Out Fast" is exemplary of this notion 
and is also the album's main feature and.it grooves, moves bo0hso 
funkily smooth, There is a lot of jazz improvising all over the place, 
with an especially wild tenor saxophone that often takes. the lead. But 
please, beware, for the clever foxy Mr. J. is always good for at, least 
thrée or four intelligent musical tricks, so please don't sattle into a 
theme for the night. invariably Brown’s drummer pulls a quick, easy 
roll and the bass player is already doing something else. Check it 
out; its bad! 

And there still might be another reason why those producers 
might have thought that the man’s music to be too heavy for the pic- 
ture; and it is, could be the lyrics found in two-of-his-expositions- 
“Mind Power” and “Forever Sulfering.” The man is cold; he comes 
right out and calls spades spades. His whole social message is about 
“not.having” and asking a question of the conservative establish- 
ment: “Dig,.what do | do." In answering himsell, he:sings“Doing-the 
Best | Can” to get by. All three numbers fall right into that tradition 
demonstrated by Messrs. Marvin Gaye and Roy C. Hammond and Her 
Emperial Ladyship, The Empress. Dowager Aretha Marie Franklin on 
their latest releases, that is, when they cut the mess thin and talked 
about real, honest-to-goodness inner-personal gut-level issues: Mar- 
vin was about his woman and how good, physically, she makes him 
fee|; Her Regal Highness and so forth, too, spoke about a newfound 
freedom in making the transitions toward a liberated coloured 
woman; and finally, Roy C, got gutsy, raw, and abstractly ugly on his 
Sex and Soul (Mercury, SRM-1-678), a lean production this reviewer 
hates he dismissed all too casually. With all of its pathos and 
magnified’ despair, “Suffering” finds Uncle Jimmy not quite -un- 
derstanding why he has to put up with all the world’s manmade 
miseries of life, including the likes of poverty, hustling, wives, in-laws, 
and a variety Of misplaced snotty-nosed, bug-eyed kids, You know it; 
the establishment never wants to get into the truth and they won't let 
you; this Mr. Brown found out with the utter contempt for the system 
symbolized in Puybuck. They didn't stop him; and the rest of his music 
is just as bad as the lyrics. 

With mofe structure, mofe progressivism, and more in- 
tuneness. withswhal is supposed to be happening, musically, jazz- 
wise, is Weather Report's SweThighter (Columbia, KC-32210). |.really 
hate to admit this, but | have only recently gotten hipped to the group 
which consist#of the likes of Joseph Sawinul; piano; Wayne Shorter, 
horns, Eric Gravatt, drums; Miroslav Vitous, bass; and Dom Um 
Romao, percussions. Again, only recently did the responsible jazz 
magazine, Billbvurd, vote these dudes as comprising one of the hip- 
pest, most progressive, and compact jazz emsembies of the year. You 
will be forced to buy into their “Boogie Woogie Waltz," which is just 
short of being “out there" in the same league with the likes of Miles 
Davis’ Tribute to Jack Johnson, Herbie Hancock's Head Hunter, and 
Billy Cobham’'s Spectrum. This piece's intensity is matched by “12th 
Street Congress," and the rest. of the album's music is just as nice. 
Bad! 

Another interesting revelation concerning Weather Report. 
Cuually flipping through some old albums | ran across Steve Marcus’ 
The Lord’s Prayer (Atlantic/Vortex, 2013). Released in 1969, the album 
was passed over because it was ahead of its time. It is right on time 
today, matching the’best-of the new dimensional, synthesized and 
wild jazz. The title piece has been rearranged out of recognizance. 
“Hey Jude” has been jazzed up, but the song does not stand the 
Pressure. However, with the likes of the haunting “Amy” and “Hope,” 


_ which was compdésed by Mr. Vituous, you know that these white boys 


at feast-was fouking ahead as to what might be happening in the 
year, 1973-74-75. Herbie Hancock handied ‘the keyboard chores on 
this piece and | mean its bad.as its wants to be. Vituous’ “Hope” still 
bothers me, in that.!| now wonder why we had not heard about this 
boy before now. (The record might be still available, probably 
Swaliens.) 

And_now for “equal time,” Henry “Hank” Caldwell turned me 
on to Lumumbu (A&M Records, Sp-3610), an album that admits thet 
“Lumumba comes from the center of the earth with the world beat.” 
In this case, the center of the earch is naturally Ghana, West Africa 
where most of the album's musicians claim homelands. Lumumba, 
whistle flute, ong flute, thumb gong, gong gong, shaker, Jew's Harp, 
conga and round drums, flugal hom; Rim Kwaku Obeng, talking and 
squeeze drums, thumb gong, electric piano, etc.; Emmanuel Rentzos, 
electric piano and organ; Luther Coffey, St. James, Trinidad, fender 
bass; Kwabena Gyanifi, fender bass and electric guitar; David T. 
Walker, Los Angeles, California, electric guitar; and some other folks, 
mostly Americans. Definitely, the music has its roots in that 
Africanesque, somewhat international grass-roots flavor and to ad- 
ditional but rather subtle fire to the already flickering flames, 
Lumumba incorporates tender strings to further compromise the 
strong tribal traditions always. present in his compositions. A truly 
wild album. 

Back to the business at hand: Wow! That shows where our 
mind is sometimes, Question: who is Hank Caldwell? For one thing, 
he's a real nice local dude and for another, he is the owner of dgwn- 
town's Cincinnati's Music Grutiv. Note: this is not a free bil of ad- 
vertising for the man, but | really want to say something about his 
taste in music. Invariably, Hank runs a well-stocked shop, but he also. 
ventures out and purchases records that most other record-jobbers 
wouldn't chance in this, the day of the petroleum shortage, He was 
the one who turned me on to that superbad Black Jazz series from 
which | have selected and reviewed two of its releases: Kellee Pat- 
terson’s Muiden Voyage (BJOD/12) and Gene Russell's Talk to My 
Lady {BJOD/10). Caldwell.is also noted for his “continuing, raunchy 
tales. He told us this one the other day and it laid us out: 

As it goes, this Dude comes from work, tired, sweaty and 
cathes his Old Lady in his 2-ton,; 22-inches high, walled-in waterbed 
in a compromising position with next door neighbor, Willie, the one 
with certain features resembling Grandpa's mule. Without much 


discussion, thé Dude quickly pulls out his Magnum .45 (". . that old 
buzzard had some gun, baby") and was getting ready to empty its 
chambers into the unfortunate, cuuyht victims, when the wite says:

Chaplaincy Brother Thomas A 
Payne, S.M.,_ is a marianist 
brother in the Society of Mary, 
stationed with Brothers from Pur- 
cell High School and living in the 
Clinton area here..He came to 
Cincinnati in early summer~ of

on troubled youth”. 

The fall and early winter of 
1970-71 brought on plans for the 
Council of Christian Com- 
munions. Driving School, a 
special rolling counseling service 
for youths referred by the 
Juvenile Court to the Chaplaincy 
program. 

The Driving School opened in 
February 1971 with offices in the 
Council's Fairmount Building and 
teaching facilities at the Juvenile 
Court. 

The driver educational cars 
were supplied by the Schott 
Buick and Fuller Ford, insurance 
being paid by the Five Dollars 
tuition from the students, as of 
April 1973, about 275 youth have 
gone through this program with 
only about five percent returning 
to Juvenile Court on official 
referrals. 

The summers of 1971 and 1972 
found Brother Tom developing a 
new program called The Cincin- 
nati Good Samaritan Holiday 
Safety program. 

This program is most famous 
for its Highway Patrol for which 
they have received a’ day 
proclaimed in the honor of the 
Mayor and received a key to the 
city of Cincinnati. 

This program is most 
recognized for getting the youths 
directly involved in a community 
problem, training the youths to 
cope with problems and involving 
all types of community services in 
the work. - 

The program is planned for this 
year on an expanded basis. New 
organizations. have-been invited 
to cooperate,,and the program 
looks promising. Brother Tom is 
also on the ground floor of the 
Police Clergy Crisis Counseling 
Team, 

The P.C. Team has thirty-nine 
clergymen active in the Cincin- 
nati Police Division, and six ac- 
tive in the suburbs. 

Brother Tom is the Council's 
representative to the program 
and is working with Rev. John 
Collins, the program's Volunteer 
Interim Director since October 
1972, on setting up guidelines 
with the police and clergy. 

Brother Tom is also the “Chief” 
Chaplain in Police Districts 1 and 
5, with responsibility of 
cooperating the chaplains 
assigned to the district in order to 
have someone available for all 
situations, Brother Tor must also 
keep the records for the two 
districts. 

The major thrust of the program 
is one of suicide intervention 
followed by family difficulties and 
death notifications. In connection 
with disasters, such as the gas 
explosion downtown, the police

calls Brother Tom to head a team 
of Chaplains to cope with 
relatives and family 

The Cincinnati Police Division 
has credited the Clergy Program 
with alleviating some critical 
situation, this program is one of 
the first for a big industrial city. 

Our program has received 
much good publicity in other 
police departments and com- 
munities, and presently Brother 
Tom is working with the Dayton. 
Ohio: Police department, the 
Dayton area council of concer- 
ned clergymen, and the Saginaw. 
Michigan Police Department

programs in their own com- 
munities. This is a néw ares for 
the Church but:one. of tremen- 
dous value to the community. 

The Police Clergy Team is 
directly under the direction of the 
Cincinnati Police Division and 
the Council .of Christian Com- 
munions. In mid-January, Charles 
Eddy became the Council's 
Chaplain at the Juvenile Court, 
here 

A graduate of Denison Univer- 
sity in Granville, Ohio, Eddy ts & 
student for two years at the 
Episcopal Theological School in 
Cambridge, Mass. and during that 
time studied at Harvard Univer- 
sity 

In addition to his academic 
work at Granvitie and Cambridge. 
he served for a year as Assistant 
Minister at Christ Episcopal in 
Hyde Park, Mass., and'as an In- 
tern Chaplain at both the Maine 
Medical Center in Portland, 
Maine and at the Boston State 
Psychiatric Medical Hospital, 
Boston. 

At this time, alaymen in the 
Episcopal Church, he anticipates 
ordination after several years of 
clinical experience and study. 
Currently Eddy ‘divides his time 
between counseling with children 
and their families and working to 
develop projects that compliment 
the work of the Juvenile Court 
through broadined involvement of 
the Christian individuals and 
congregations in supportive ac- 
tivities. 

In the area of projectydevelop- 
ment, Eddy has concentrated on 
three programs. The first is to the ~

Africa Is Many Countries 


-Final Instatiment- 

in this series on my visit to the six African coun- 
tries, | have summarized much of what | saw and 
learned about this mother country. 

Africa is many countries. Its people are varied, 
alike and unalike. Some places are as modern as 
Cleveland and tar more beautiful. Others are still 
in the primitive area. 

However, in the past ten years, which is about 
the average age of Black Africa's independence. 
with little experience. these African countries have 
made remarkable progress. 

in the technical and intricate processes of 
government, our African brothers have outdistan-_ 
‘Céd US, They ate Tapialy earhirig how té"govern ~ 
themsieves.and adjust to the world of the atom and 
the computer, It is out of these countries and 
people that real Black pride and power are going to 
be implemented 

in checking back on some random notes, here 
are some concluding opinions. 

Too Many Countries 

Present day Africa is too fragmented. On the 
West Coast. there are 17 independent countries 
This is tar too many for the resources these coun- 
__ tries have. Some are tar too small to be able to 


The Masai 

One of the least developed tribes in Africa, 
especially on the East. Coast, is the Masai. These 
people range over parts of Kenya and Tanzania, 
grazing their cattle, which to them represents their 
wealth. Since this part of Africa has two wet and 
two dry seasons, these people are more or less 
constantly on the’ move. | visited one of their out- 
post in the Riff Valley. They are rather aloof. The 
Kenyan government recently issued an order for 
the Masai men to wear pants under their flowing 
blankets. 

Two American farm specialist told me that these 
Masai have hypnotic power over cattle. They told 
me two amazing stories of their prowness in sub- 
duing cattle from Texas 

Negro Ambassadors ¥ 

African nationalism is—opening the doors for 
Negro Ambassadors from the United States. : 
Terence A. Todman in: Guinea and Beverly Carter 
in Tanzania, both’of whom | talked with, are doing a 
good job. Both Nigeria and Kenya are ripe for Black 
ambassadors from the U.S. The American Negro is 
acceptable to top African officials, most of whom :- 
were themselves trained in American colleges.

support their independence. Each has its own 
currency; postai-telecommunications and, all the 
other accruements of government. The nusiance of 
currency exchange is exasperating to travelers. In 
most African countries, it is a crime to take 
currency outside their borders. 

Two languages dominate these. West Coast 
countries, French and English, These are the com- 
mercial languages. The. tribal language -differs 
almost trom tribe to tribe, Language then should 
not be a barrier to a federation like the. European 
Common Market Countries or the United States of 
America. 

This would cut thé cost of government, improve 
currency values and, make international trade 
easier. This would also help in opening up for 
development, vast natural resources found in many 
of _these_countries. 

On the East Coast, the countries are much 
lerger in area. Burundi, Rwanda, and Uganda 
being the smallest. 

The East Coast nations of Uganda, Kenya and 
Tanzania~have initiated some form of federation 
While it is not as yet fully functional, it isa begin- 
ning. In these countries, English is the commercial 

_. language. Tanzania’and Zanzibar have united into 
——\, one common ‘country. 

Coalition governments, if not outright merger, 
must be in the future of African countries if they are 
to overcome the problems of industrial develop- 
ment, education and poverty. 

Ethiopia is taking the leadership in developing 
African airlines. Their school in Addis Ababa is 
training Atricans from many countries. This is the 
kind of mutual cooperation African countries need 
if they are to become self-sufficient 


accent ae aten @xchange producer; Over 
70,000 tourist visit Kenya every year. Other African 
countries are now bidding for their share of this 
tourist trade, The hotels in most of the cities are 
from good to excellent. The beach facilities at Dar 
es Salaam on the Indian Ocean are as fine as 
anyone could desire. 

There is much to see and enjoy in Africa. The 
winter months are the best time to visit. There are 
two wet and two dry seasons in many of the coun- 
tries. Bus and private car and plane tours are ob- 
tainable at reasonable cost. The people are frien- 
dly if you are. English speaking guides are 
available. 

Priorities 

The first priority in Africa as | see it, is.stable, 
responsible government. The second is education. 
African secondary schools are way behind -the 
needs of the masses. Third is agriculture. There are 
enough natural fruits and fertile land for the 
people of Africa not to be hungry. They must raise 
enough food for their. needs and, some to export. 
This cannot be doné by the present outmoded 
methods of farming-and cattle raising. We.were told 
by top Nigerian officials that they were determined 
to improve their agriculture: Other countries must 
also do this. 

Misconceptions 

The American ‘Negro has some misconceptions 
about Africa. This goes for style of clothes. hair 
styles, dancing, etc. What we think and’ what is, is 
more than often miles from the truth. 

The Africans feel that the Black brothers across 
the sea, are not interested,in them, There is-a great 
need for closing this gap. Both the American Negro 
and the Africans can profit from such a move

Time To Outlaw Handguns 


Ohioans who have the slightest 
regard tor the safety of themselves and 
their families should be busily writing 
letters to the State Representatives 
demanding that they support the 
passage of HJA 44, a proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitution of Ohio to 
pronibit the manufacture, sale, use and 
possession of handguns in Ohio- 

The record, written in the blood of its 
victims. reveal thal handguns are. by 
far, the primary firearms used in violent 
crimes. Further, the record also reveals 
that the victims of handguns wielded by 
blacks are largely their black relatives, 
friends or neighbors. Though handguns 
make up roughly 27% of all firearms in 
civilian hands, they proved to be the 
murder weapon in 61% of the firearm 
murders in 1972, Further the use of 
firearms in the commission of violent 
crime is increasing, principally due to 
the increased use of handguns, or 
“Saturday Night Specials” 

it is because of this startling increase 
that HJR (House Joint Resolution) 44 is 
UWirected at handguns, and not at 
firearms in general. Thus there is no 
reason for the sportsmen's or- 
ganizations to be screaming in pro- 
test their usual argument that to 
deprive a man of “arms” is a violation 
of a citizen's constitutional right to 
keep and bear arms ‘shall not be in- 
fringed” 

There may be solid rationale tor 
owning a rifle or shotgun, but virtually 
none for having handguns in the hands 
of anybody but the police or the 
military 

Rifles and shotguns are used and e")- 
joyed by miltions of hunters and sports 
men, and together comprise approxi- 
mately 75% of all firearms now in 
civilian hands. Yet they accounted for 
only 12% of the Murders in America in 
1972. In comparison, handguns were 
used to commit 54%-of the nation's 
murders: in 1972-nearly 11 times as 
many as rifles, 4-1/2 times as many as 
all other firearms combined, and more 
than all other weapons combined. 

Finally, the available statistics 
demonstrate that there is a close 
relationship between the privately-- 
owned handgun, the family and death. 
The possession of a handgun greatly 
increases the possibility that you. or 
someone you love will be killed as a 
result at somrane. Pysing a handgun. 

Most murders if real lite come trom a 
combination of .anger, passion, in- 
toxication,.and accident -— mixed in 


varying portions, The victims are wives, 
husbands. girl friends, prior friends or 
close acquaintances (until just before 
the fatal confrontation) The quarrels 
which most trequently trigger murder 
might well result. in nothing more than a 
bloody nose or a_lot_of noise, except 
that one party had a deadly weapon 
handy, and loaded 

Nobody questions a oriminal’s intent 
when confronted with a pistol-one 
knows that the weapon has no other 
purpose than to kill or cripple people. 
However. this is the sort of weapon that 
is easiest, under our present statutes, 
or lack of them, fora criminal to pur- 
chase and to conceal on his person 

The public must be made to realize 
that thé possession of a pistol affords 
the owner little if any protection against 
the robber, the burglar, or any other 
person whose aim is to kill, 

Even so, many handgun owners op- 
pose legislation banning their sale and 
possession, under the mistakem belief 
that by keeping—a—handgun--in their 
home as a means of self-defense. Such 
4 reliance is based on a false illusion. 
In the 15-year period between. 1958 and 
1972, 17 burglars, robbers or intruders 
who were not relatives or acquain- 
tances were killed in Cuyahoga County 
by guns in the hands of homeowners. 
During this same period of time, six 
times that number were killed as a 
result of firearm accidents in the home » 
and between 1,000 and 2,000 serious 
non-fatal accidential shootings oc- 
curred. Obviously, an unreasonable 
price to pay for the deaths of 17 law- 
breakers. 

Also, the store owner has only.a 
slightly better chance to defend his 
business against the robber. Robbery, 
by its nature, involves. a confrontation 
with the victim and the use. of force. 
The threat of violence is always there. 
Here, as in the burglary situation, the 
criminal sets the ground rules. The 
homeowner or storekeeper is almost 
always taken by surprise and over- 
whelmed, and generally, if there is a 
handgun of the premises, it simply is 
added to the arsenal of the criminal. 

Too many people, including a stupid 
segment of law enforcement officials 
who fancy themselves as “‘sporismen” 
have been fighting laws to regulate the 
sale of all weapons, and particularly to 
ban the sale of handguns 

The time to act is now, and we urge 
the members of the Ohio Legislature to 
act speedily and resolutely for passage 
of-HJR 44.

He suggested an alter- 
nate site at East 123 and 
Lakeview Road, also owned 
by the City, because it could 
serve as well. This is 9.8 
acres. The park is 9.3 acres 

A person acquainted with 
this issue would also know 
these facts: 

There is documented 
evidence that the City of 
Cleveland is 800 acres short 
of the amount of park and 
recreation land a city its size 
should have. 

The hospital will pay no 
taxes but -will remove from 
the tax duplicate homes 
which pay upwards of 
$160,000. per year in taxes. 

The park site was selected 
and approved by the hospital 
only. J. Stanley Johnstone, 
assistant executive director 
of the Metropolitan Health 
Planning Corporation, stated 
in the Sunday Plain Dealer 
on January 7, 1974 that “its 
primary interest rests with 
quality health services and 
staffing.” He emphasized 
that his agency expressed no 
position on the exact site in 
Glenville. 

The proposed parkland is 
not in the center of Glenville. 

No one is denying the 
hospital a chance to expand. 
The park site was selected 
without considering an alter- 
native. Why? This is making 
\t difficult to. rationally con- 
sider Mr. Forbes’ plan. won- 
der who is selfish. We need 
Parkland as much as those in 
the Shaker Lakes Region.

Report From Holy Land 


TEL AVIV~Although we arrived here at Ben Gurion Airport 
only a few hours before this writing, it is already apparent to 
us that tourism is booming in Israel 

tt is also apparent to us that this thriving tourism is vital to 
the economic base of this young government which just ob- 
served its 25th anniversary last year 

Israel, of. course, has 4 unique tourist potential, for besides 
attracting Jews from all corners of the earth, it is a centre of 
pilgrimage to the holy places of Judaism, Christianity and 
Islam, 

The government, .in..a..comprehensive and informative 
brochure, dramatically and, (based on what we've seen our 
first day here,) effectively promotes tourism. 

As an example, the government is not exaggerating at all 
in saying “its climate is comfortable and variegated and that 
one can swim in the Red Sea for most of the winter, while Mt 
Hermon in the north is blanketed in snow.” 

The ‘tourist count for 1973 was not available, but the 
brochure notes that 800,000 tourists visited Israel in 1972, and 
the 1974 tourism is expected to past the million mark, 

Tourism in 1972 yielded more than $200,000,000 of foreign 
currency revenue, so that its net contribution to” the 
economy's “hard” income now exceeds that of citrus and 
diamonds, we're told 

There are about 300 recommended hotels and other lodg- 
ing places of various ratings, the Kibbutzim included, and 
Government tourists offices in all the large cities to inform 
the visitors 

Our group. made up primarily of newspaper, television and 
radio personnel, is spending the first two nights at the Basle 
Hotel here on the shores of the Mediterranean Sea, The next 
two nights will find us in a Kibbutz guest house in the North 
Our final six nights will be spent at the King's Hotel’ in 
Jerusalem. 

According to our itinerary, trips to other parts of the coun- 
try will be made from the above mentioned cities. Since Israel 
is a country of short distances, we are expected to visit most 
of the points of historical background 

Mountains and plains, city and village, fertile fields and 
deserts are often just minutes apart, they tell us, Israel can be 
crossed by car from west to east in 90 minutes, and 
Jerusalem and Tel Aviv are one hour apart 

Although Jerusalem is the Capital, Tel Aviv-jatta is the 
largest. It is a part of a conglomeration of towns. which make 


“the: central coastal: plains 'the most populous part of Israel. 


Much of the country's tourism success can be attributed to 
its air service. The EL AL is Israel's international air carrier. It 
has three Jumbo Jets and a fleet of Boeing 707's, along with 
charted flights. 

With our last six nights being’spent in the Jerusalem area, 
we are certain to visit such places as the Hebrew University, 
the Israel Museum, and many of the holy shrines dating back 
to Biblical time. The holiest shrine of the Jews in Jerusalem 
is the Western Wall, I'm told. It dates back to the Second

For Christians, the link with Jerusalem begins with Jesus 
of Nazareth and with the traditional association of many 
places with the story of his life and death. The holiest place 
for Christians is the Church of the Holy Sepulchre. 

For Moslems, Jerusalem is third in holiness after Mecca 
and Medina. The mosque of Al Aqsa on the Temple of Mt. 
Jersulalem is one of the hollest shrines of Islam. We hope to 
visit them all, and other sites associated with Christianity.

And this analysis then brings 
us to consider the theory of cor- 
porate socis! responsibility. 
Again, simply stated, the theory is 
that the business community has 
@ responsibility to: 

1) Spend a commensurate 
,amount of effort to enhance the 
quality of life in our society 

2) To make their products and 
advertisements legitimate and 
honest 

3) And evidence equal concern 
for the welfare of their workers. 

These three points emphasize 
the public obligation of business. 
Obviously, one can argue that the 
real responsibility of business is 
to make a profit for its investors 
and in the conduct of making a 
profit, business provides jobs. for 
people; and the salaries and 
wages paid to ‘the workers 
enables the workers to attend to 
their own needs and those of the 
community. 

How can _corporations see 
“good economics” in the ap- 
plication of their resources to 
social problems * or, to ask the 
question in a different way, how 
can corporations justify use of 
their resources on social 
problems? it's simply, if thay do 
not work to help solve social 
problems, the economy will go to 
pieces and carry the corporations 
with it 

{f the inner city is allowed to 
continue deteriorating physically 
and_attitudinally, then those who 
come to work out of this climate 
will retiect this deterioration and 
bring these problems to work 
with them. Poor work attitudes; 
poor preparation in job skills, 
disregard for company property, 
disrespect for company rules, and 
disrespect for the sysiem - all of 
this can be tranelated into cost 
factors for industry. 

There must be application of 
corporate resources to improve 
the factors thru, tor instance, par- 
ticipation. in the educational

These ideas put into workable 
and systematic procedures 
utilizing the same meticulous 
Management skills that they use 
intheir successful businesses, 
can bring these and other social 
Problems into the. purview of 
being. good. business concerns 
atfecting the bottom line of cor- 
porate ledgers. 

What corporations spend in 
time, akills and finance will find 
ite way back into the economy in 
the long run, There is more in 
social responsibility than 
economic gain in the short run. 
Short run is poor and is what we 
have been operating on. 

Corporations have to be in ‘it 
because of the jong-range effect 
on the companies’ profits and 
because society |s the platform 
from which corporations work. If 
companies do not make a con- 
tribution to enhance human 
values, then their institution is in 
danger, for the economic future 
of corporations is tied to the 
economic future of the com- 
munities which support them. But 
there is no ivory tower for the cor- 
porate institution enabling it to 
function separate and apart from 
the rest of the community. What 
is the value of a financial system 
which remains intect while the 
social system all around it is 
devoured by decay, rendered by 
frustration and threatened by tur- 
moil? The answer is - not much! 

On the other hand, one may 
ask, “What is the valve of a social 
system which triumphs on its own 
terms. only to find that its 
demands on the economic 
system to singularly support the 
requirements of progress places 
the economic system in havoc?” 
The answer again is - not much. 
Obviously, there must be co- 
existence between both systems 
and an interplay between the two. 
When the question is raised, 

“Can the Cleveland business 
community afford to respond to 
the escalating demands for more 

socially responsible behavior 

within our present, profit-oriented 
market system?" The answer 
must be, “The business com- 
munity cannot: afford NOT to 
respond.” 

Perhaps; the next —and- more 
pertinent. question then. is, 

“How?" - and then, “Where?”

Taxpayers. with adjusted gross 


incomes of $18,000 or less may 


$400 a month for household and 
dependent care expenses. Those 
who earn more than $18,000 a 
year must reduce the deduction 
50 cents for each dollar over 
$18,000, Mr, Swanson said. 


To qualify for this deduction, 
according to Mr. Swanson, tax- 
payers must be employed, must 
provide more than half the cost of 
maintaining a household for a 
dependent under 15 or a disabled 
spouse or dependent of any age, 
and must make the payments to 
persons other than relatives or 
dependents.

dependents under 15 may be in- 
cluded as part of the deduction if 
they are necessary to enable the 
taxpayer to work. However, he 
added, these expenses are 
limited to $200 a month for one 
dependent, $300 for two depen- 
dents and $400 for three or more.

Mr. Swanson also said that 
deductions for care of disabled 
dependents over 15 years of age 
must be reduced by the amount 
that the dependent's adjusted 
gross income and any nontaxable 
disability payments exceed $750. 


The expenses paid for the care of 
a disabled husband or wife, he 
said, must be reduced by non- 
taxable disability’ payments 
Typically, these payments come 
trom disability insurance policies 
and employee sick pay plans.
